His close Alignment 
colleague Avraham Ofer reportedly 
approached Mr. Yitzhak Raphseil of 
the National Religious Party on a 
plan to relax Coalition discipline on 
@ one-time basis, and permit a free 
vote on the controversial bills which 
are threatening the Coalition, This, 
provided that all Conlition parmers 
committed themselves not to upset 
Coalition discipline by such legis- 
lation til the autumn 1973 elec- 
tion deadline. 

(The controversial bills are the 
LLP.'s on permitting civil marriage 
for Jews disqualified from marrying 
by Halachic bars: the Agudat Is- 
rael’s, one on a ‘“Who's-a-Jew” 
amendment to the Law of Return, 
prohibiting all except Orthodox con- 
versions; and another on restricting 
to Jewish immigrants material privi- 
leges now given to non-Jewish 
members of mixed marriages and 
members of their family.) 

Mr. Sapir’s colleagues reportedly 
passed this one-time free-vote plan 
to the press, as a trial balloon. 

Although Mr. Sapir spoke out 
sharply at the Alignment faction 
last month against Mapam's request 
to back the civil marriage bill, he 
hes apparently “made up his mind 
that the Alignment could not be 
ready for elections this autumn.

No diplomatic status 


for P.L.O. 


LONDON (Reuter). — Parliament 
was assured yesterday that there 
was no question of official recogni- 
tion or diplomatic status being ac- 
corded by Britain to the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 

Joseph Godber, Minister of State 
at the Foreign Office, made this 
clear when asked for a government 
statement about the P.L.O.'s pro- 
posal to open an information office 
in London in a few weeks time. 

A questioner, James Callaghan, 
the Opposition’s chief foreigr affairs 
spokesman, had called for “no de- 
parture from the policy of refusing 
to admit anyone who has used vio- 
jence in connection with political ac- 
tivity.” 

Mr. Godber promised “‘the closest 
scrutiny” over admission into Bri- 
tain of any individual to staff this 
office. 

Another Labour Member of Par- 
liament, Gerald Kaufman, raised the 
issue in the House of Commons yes- 
terday with Mr. Godber, who was 
deputizing for Foreign Secretary Sir 
Alec Douglas-Home, now abroad. 

“Who authorized your officials to 
have discussions with these thugs 
and murderers and what guidance 
was provided by your officials in the 
light of the overwhelming public op- 
position to the establishment of this 
office,” the ΜΡ. asked Mr. Godber. 

Replying that there were mis- 
statements in the question, the Min- 
ister added: “The facts are that the 
government has not given any direct 
accord to the establishment of an 
office. Under British law there is 
no means of preventing any organi- 
zations from establishing an office. 

“All sorts of different organiza- 
tions established offices.

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Forelgn Office is concerned 1s the 
question of official recognition or 
diplomatic status.

In a clazh with special anti-guer- 
rilla army and police units in the 
forest land of western Bosnia, most 
of the 20 to 30 Ustashi were either 
killed or captured, the sources said. 

Three police died and four were 
wounded in the fighting. Sources 
said the Ustashi were believed to 
have come originally from Mel- 
bourne, Australia, a centre for Yu- 
goslav exile activity. They entered 
Yugoslavia from Austria. 

The Ustashi is a worldwide extre- 
mist exile organization which seeks 
to overthrow Tito’s government and 
to establish an Independent Croatia. 

Sources said the guerrillas had 
hoped to spark the local population 
of western Bosnia — historically a 
centre for Ustashi support — into 
a@ revolt against the government.

Sources said the guerrillas were 
all young men apparently trained 
for guerrilla activity, and armed 
with teleseopie riffes, puns with si- 
lenéers, and radlo equipment. 

The guerrillas entered Yugoslavia 
at the northern border town of Ma- 
ribor a week ago, and there held up 
a truck driver, forcing him to take 
them 400 kms. south to the Bosnian 
town of Bugojno. There, they gave 
a beating to a forest ranger, thus 
making their presence known to lo- 
eal residents, the sources said.

World 
War Two, when the Ustashi colla- 
borated with the Nazis agninst Tito's 
Communist partisans. 

‘The appearance of Ustashi guer- 
rillas coincided with a trial starting 
tomorrow of 11 Croatian: students 
accused of seeking to overthrow the 
government with Ustashi support. 
The students were arrested last De- 
cember and accused of landing ma- 
tionalist disturbances which Tito said 
threatened civil war in Yugoslavia.

Saturday night, a DC-4 aircraft 
was seized here, containing 7,000 
kg. of plastic explosives, 2,600 elec- 
trical blasting caps, 2,150m. of pry- 
macord and 25 electrical detona- 
tors. 


Among those arrested were a 
south Texas rancher-banker and a 
former inspector with the U.S. Im- 
migration and Naturalization Ser- 
vice, The two were arrested at 


‘Eagle Pass, Texas, where they 
lived. 

Officials said approximately 
$465,000 was to be paid for the 
explosives and the cost of the plane 
trip to deliver them to a secret 
landing strip near Vera Cruz, 
Mexico. ν 

U.S. Attorney Gerald Galling- 
house of New Orleans said the 
charges allege the explosives were 
to be sent to Mexico for “future 
trans-shipment to another country, 
presumably Cuba.” 

In addition, two of those ar- 
rested were charged with knowing 
“the material would be used in an 
attempted overthrow of the govern- 
ment of a foreign mation.”

Seagren's effort came after he 
had qualified for the Munich Olym- 
pies and it took away the spot- 
light from the two newest members 
of the 18-foot 45.485m.) plus club,

‘Polish Jewry 


The sheep-to-slaughter myth dispelled — 


ὩΣ: Alfred Katz, 2 young Russian- 
“horn and American-trained scha- 
lar and political scientist, has writ- 
ten 8. dispassionate and readable 
short history of the final years of 
Polish Jewry. He succeeds in dis- 
pelling the notion that Polish Jewry 
erumbled under the weight of the 
Germans without resistance. He as- 
signs the major part of his book to 
the resistance movements which 
were an integral aspect of ἐπα in 
the ghettos of Wargaw, Bialystok, 
Cracow, Lodz and Vilna. 


Three out of the ‘book's five chap- 
ters are devoted to the es-ablish- 
ment of the ghetto system, the in- 
ternal organization of the ghettos and 
the underground resistance. The other 
two chapters examine Jewish parties 
ond politics in inter-war Poland, 
σπὰ Polish-Jewish relations during 
fas war itself. 


Bundists and Zionists 


ΤᾺ pre-war Poland, the Bundists 
and the Zionists, whose feuds were 
jegendary, responded differently to 
Polish anti-Semitism. The Bund — 
whom the Communists called “sea- 
sick Zionists’ — maintained that na- 
tional-culiural autonomy was the 
solution to anti-Semitism. The Zron- 
ists — whom both the Bund and 
the Commiunists assailed — har- 
angued their followers 'to pack up 
and leave Poland, 


A new era in Polish Jewry seem- 
ed to dawn in the wake of World 
Wer I, when a free, independent 
Poland was created out of the ruins 
of the Russian Empire. Both the 
Bundists and the Zionists hailed the 
new model Polish constitution, 
which was theoretically the epitome 
of democracy. But the clauses of 
the constitution which guaranteed 
equal rights for minorities were 
never put into effect, and laws pass- 
ed under the Czarist regime were

Anti-Jewish 
violence was common: between 1919 
and 1923 there were some 10,000 
outrages against the Jews, The Pil- 
sudski regime (1926-1935), though it 
could hardly be accused of philo- 
Semitism, was nevertheless far less 
mwepressive than the fascist regime 
(the National Unity Camp) that 
ruled the country from 1935 until 
the outbreak of World War ΤΙ. 


The National Unity Camp (OZON) 
excluded Jews from membership and 
publicly demanded that Jewish par- 
teipation in the economic life of 
Poland be reduced, and that Jewish 
influence should be eliminated from 
Polish culture and education. An 
economic boycott gained headway 
during this period, and the head of 
the Roman Catholic Church, Cardl- 
nal Blond, declared: “One does 
well to prefer his own kind in com- 
mercial dealings and avoid Jewish 
stores and stalls, but it ie not per- 
missable to demolsh Jewish busi- 
ness.” 

Three main periods 

As Dr. Katz points out, the his- 
tory of the Pollsh Jews during the 
war was divided into three main 
periods. During the first period, 
which jasted until June, 1941, they 
were expelled from territories in- 
corporated into Germany, stripped 
of their civil rights, subjected to 
daily pogroms, and recruit for 
compulsory labour service. During 
the second perlod, which ran to the 
outbreak of the Warsaw Ghetto Re- 
volt, the Jews were shipped en masse 
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as in the

to the death camps. The third lod 
lasted from the defeat of the Ghetto 
fighters until the end of the war, 
by which time about 90 per cent 
of the Jews had perished in five 
main death camps — Auschwitz, 
Treblinka, Majdanek, Chelmno and 
Sobibor. 

‘While the Germans succeeded in 
physically liquidating the Jews, they 
were unable to suppress the Jew- 
ish political parties, so long as there 
was any significant number of Jews 
left alive, During the first months 
og the German occupation, the 
parties were primarily concerned 
with the economic and social con- 
Sequences of the war. But when the 
ghettos were established the parties 
started illegal schools and cultural 
organizations, published underground 
perlodicals and, when they were 
finally convinced that the Germaus 
™Teant to exterminate the Jews, 
they created underground fighting 
groups. Interestingly, the Zionist 
halutz groups were the most dyna- 
muc element of the Jewish leader- 
ship following the extermination of 
the older political and intellectual 
leadership. 

The forms of resistance varied 
from place to place in the 
ghettos. Warsaw and Bialystok saw 
armed insurrection which lasted 
from one to six weeks. In the 
Cracow Ghetto, resistance ivolved 
primarily a series of commando- 
type raids on German installations 
and officers’ clubs, and sabotage of 
communication facilities. In the ‘Vil- 


na Ghetto, an armed uprising was 
superseded by another plan in which 
Jewish fighters joined ‘Soviet-led 
pertisang in the neighbouring forest. 
Resistance in Lodz, the last ghetto 
to be destroyed, was limited to 
strikes and sabotage. 7 

Although the Germans tried to 
convince the Poles that the Jews 


were responsible for the war, food @

Uninteresting characters

The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal against a judgment of the 


‘Haifa District Court delivered on 


August 11, 1971 (in C.C. 1168/69). 

The respondent's vehicle struck that 
of the appellant, as the latter was 
backing out of the driveway to his 
house on to the road, and then 
careened off the road into two 
trees, The impact with the trees 
caused the respondent’s vebicle ad- 
ditional damage.

The 
appellant had argued furtber that 
the respondent should have minimiz- 
εὖ his losses by employing another 
vehicle to move his beehives, as he 
was in the habit of doing at that 
time of the year.

Mr. Argaman appeared for the 
appellant and Mr. Gruber for the re- 
spondent. 

Justice Etzioni, who delivered the 
judgment of the Supreme Court, 
noted that no-one disputed the fact 
that the appellant had been negli- 
gent in backing out on to the road 
when his field of vision had been 
extremely limited, and just as the 
respondent wag driving past. The 
only point at issue was, therefore, 
whether the respondent's loss of 
control over his vehicle in conse- 
quence of the suddeness of the im- 
pact with the appellant’s vehicle 
had severed the causal relation be- 
tween his second collision — with 
the trees at the roadside —- and the 
appellant's negligence. 

The yardstick in accordance with 
which the conduct of a driver who 
is suddenly plunged, without warn- 
ing, into a dangerous situation is 
measured, differs, held Justice 
Etzioni, from that by which the con- 
duct of a driver who has had time 
to weigh up a dangerous situation 
and take steps to avoid it is mea- 
sured. All the more so, he continu- 
ed, must different standards be 
applied to the subsequent conduct 
of a driver who has been injured 
in a collision, and who can rea- 
sonably be expected to lose his head 
in consequence therecf. In such an 
event, he continued, it cannot be de- 
manded of a driver that he choose 
calmly and collectedly the most 
reasonable of all the possibilities

Turning next to the question of 
whether the respondent should have 
employed labourers or should have 
procured another vehicle and pro- 
vided it with the same kind of crane 
which he had on his own vehicle 
(put out of commission by the ac- 
eident) in order to minimize the 
losses which he had suffered from 
his inability to move hig beehives 
during the springtime, Justice Etz- 
ioni held that the person wronged is 
not obliged to invest effort. sacrifice 
or expense which in the circum- 
stances a reasonable person might 
well decline to incur in order te 
minimize the losses caused him by 
the wrongdoer (see also MeCormick 
on Law of Damages, p 133, and 
Mayne and McGregor on Damages, 
12th ed. p.. 145). It could not, 
therefore, be demanded from the re- 
spondent, he continued, that he 
should have erected a crane on 
another vehicle in order to mini- 
mize his losses 2s in the circum- 
stances this would have been going 
to unreasonable lengths in an at- 
tempt to reduce his losses. 


In conclusion, Justice Etzioni dis- 
missed the appellant's argument 
that the respondent had failed to 
produce precise figures as to the 
amount of his losses from reduced 
production of honey, holding that 
it is not a sufficient reason for dis- 
allowing damages that they cannot 
be calculated exact-y, as long as 
an approximate estimate can he 
reached on the basis of the evi- 
dence. 
Appeal dismissed with IL500 casts.

’ Disappointed 
lover said 
to be arsonist 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TIBERIAS. — A disappointed lover, 
who is alleged to have caused six 
fires because his girifriend’s parents 
forbade her to see him, was arrest- 
ed shortly after the sixth case of 
arson yesterday morning. The spate 
of fires at the neighbouring Arbel 
and Kfar Hittim villages had kept 
police on their feet since Sunday. 

On Sunday night, two haylofts 
in Arbel burst into flames causing 
¥L15,000 worth of damage. The fire 
brigade put out the flames. During 
the night four more field fires 
broke out in the vicinity and though 
the police suspected arson there 
was no proof. 

Yesterday morning another field 
fire was reported in the same area 
and by the time the police arrived 
ἃ Beduin watchman, who was guard- 
ing a watermelon field, had caught 
@ 23-year-old man whom he obser- 
ved loitering nearby. 

The young man is claimed to have 
admitted being responsible for the 
six fires and a seventh set near 
the Afule hospital, a few weeks 
ago. The investigation revealed that 
the young man, who appears some- 
what disturbed, used to live at Kfar 
Hittim and fell in love with a local 
girl, whose parents objected to the 
friendship. Even after his family 
moved to the south, he frequently 
came north to try and see her. He 
4s to appear before a magistrate 
today. 


Units to check on

T.A. movie tax 
again reduced

TEL AVIV. — The entertainment 
tax for movie theatre owners has 
again been lowered, this time by 
mine agorot per ticket. 

The ticket price will, however, 
remain unchanged for the moviegoer, 
with the cinema owners pocketing 
the difference. With the new tax 
reduction, the total reduction for 
theatres in the centre of town will 
amount to between 19 and 24 agorot 
8 ticket, while for theatres in the 
outlying neighbourhoods the reduc- 
tlons will range from 24 to 29 
agorot per ticket. 

The reductions were decided upon 
following growing complaints by 
movie theatre owners that their 
profits are falling sharply due to 
competition from television.

Delay seen in 
elections for 
Chief Rabbinate

‘The Chief Rabbinate elections 
will not be able to be held on 
time — before August 11 — and 
‘the Elections Committee there- 
fore intends to propose to the 
Government that the terms of 
the Chief Rabbis be extended. 

The elections will have to be 
delayed because nine convoca- 
tions have still to be held (of 
town rabbis, moshav rabbis, ma- 
yors, religious councll chairman, 
ete.) in order to set up the 
electoral college, and the Elec- 
tions Committee, headed by Mor- 
dechal Surkiss ME, believes 
that this will be impossible 
within the time left. August 11 
— Rosh Hodesh ΕΠ} — was 
the final date laid down for the 
election by the Chief Rabbinate 
Elections Law. 

The Elections Committee was 
fighting against the clock from 
the day it began its task on 
June 12. The Cabinet had drag- 
ged its feet over appointing its 
two delegates on the five-man 
committee — because of an 
Alignment-NRP dispute — and 
the committee was eventually set 
up with no time margin to spare 
for all the procedures which had 
to be completed before election 
day. 

A one- or two-month extension 
of the Chief Rabbis’ terms 15 
envisaged.

LACK OF EDUCATION 

Dr. Emanuel Chigier, (Israel) Sec- 
retary of the organizing committee 
of the symposium, in a brief review 
of the lack of sex education In Is- 
rael, noted that the only sources 
“many youngsters had here were the 
wrong sources — such as porno- 
graphy. Sex education dees not lead 
to permissiveness," he said. Society 
today was more permissive, there- 
fore it demanded sex education, 

That Israel wag sadly lagging in 
“a good sex education programme” 
was admitted by Mr. Shlomo Ahftuv, 
Speaking on behalf of the. Israel 
Ministry of Education. He expressed 
the hope that “this symposium may 
help us to clear the air and clarify 
our posttion.” 

“Sexual education must be an in- 
tegral part of the education of 
youth,” said Dr. Vaseo Bruto da 
Costa '(Portugel), President of the 
International! Union of School and 
University Health and Medicine, 
“and it must be continued until the 
person attains not only sexual ma- 
turlty, but psychological maturity. 
He emphasized that psychological 
maturity came years after sexual 
maturity, and this meant continu- 
ing education. 


SWEDISH EXAMPLE 

Sweden is the classical country 
of sexual education. But Dr, Maj- 
Briht Bergstrom-Walan, who is a 
pioneering sex educator ἐπ that 
country, and head of the Swedish 
Institute for -Sexual Research, was 
not too happy with the results. 
“Our teachers, our doctors, our 
priests, others, are woefully ignor- 
ant of the basic facts of sex,” she 
sald. As for sex education in Swe- 
dish universities, “it was miserable 
and often non-existent.” 

aoe bewalled the fact that ever 

in “enlighted Sweden,” sex educa- 
tion all too often dealt with the 
physical aspects, ignoring or for- 
getting emotional and psychological 
needs. 

Dr. Hania Ris (U.S.) thought 
that venereal disease dropped with 
sex education and that “sex educa- 
tion for pleasure, not just for pro~ 
creating, was not a new factor in 
the world." She noted that Japanese 
girls in the Middle Ages had a 
so-called “pillow book” under their 
pillows, a book which described the 
pleasures and the methods of sex,

Mr. Almogi went on to describe 
the U.S. as Israel's ‘best friends to- 
day, next to world Jewry. He noted 
that the U.S. is helping to maintain 
the ‘balance of power in the Middle 
East — “the only guarantee to 
avoid bloodshed.” While it is true 
that nations act according to their 
own interests, Mr. Almogi stressed, 
these can be “pure, brutal and rude 
selfishness, as in the case of one of 
our former friends, or based on a 
certain groportion of justice and 
humanity. The latter is our inter- 
pretation of self-interest, with which 
we look upon our relations with the 
US." 

In reply to Mr, Almogi’a speech, 
Mr, Barbour said the relations be- 
tween the U.S. and Israel are such 
that there need de no apprehensions 
about the future. “We will remain 
firmly together; our objectives and 
purposes are the same," he said.
